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A Summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  to 
pjrevent  the  spread  of  Disease. 

The  following  table  gives  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
Disease  in  the  District : 
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For  particulars  of  the  cases  removed  to  Hospital  see  Table  III. 


Scarlet  Fever  was  more  or  less  prevalent  throughout 
the  year.  The  cases  were  mild  and  were  generally  uncon- 
nected with  each  other,  except  in  two  instances,  where  I had 
reason  to  think  the  disinfection  had  been  insufficient ; such 
occurs  through  the  reluctance  of  people  to  destroy  what 
cannot  be  disinfected  : for  instance,  books,  papers,  articles  of 
clothing,  dolls,  toys,  &c.,  which  have  been  used  by  the  patient. 

I found  it  necessary  to  close. St.  John's  Infant  School 
in  the  autumn  ; not  altogether  on  account  of  the  number  of 
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cases  of  scarlet  fever,  but  partly  on  account  of  the  number  of 
children  who  were  ailing  from  sore  throats,  and  yet  were  not 
sufficiently  ill  to  be  regarded  by  the  parents  as  unfit  to  attend 
school. 

The  experience  gained  by  this  outbreak  confirms  me  in 
the  opinion  that  medical  inspection  of  all  school  children 
would  be  of  benefit  to  the  community.  Illness  would  be 
detected  in  its  early  stages  and  children  who  were  unfit  for 
school,  whether  from  ordinary  ailments  or  from  infectious 
disease,  could  be  at  once  excluded  to  their  own  benefit,  but 
specially  to  that  of  the  other  pupils.  The  necessity  of  closing 
a school  would,  I feel  sure,  rarely  arise.  By  this  plan  also 
would  be  settled  the  vexed  question  of  certificates  for  non- 
attendance  on  the  score  of  illness. 

In  January  I recommended  closure  of  a small  private 
school  for  a fortnight  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever  existing 
among  the  pupils. 

We  had  numerous  cases  of  Erysipelas.  The  majority  I 
have  no  doubt  were  simply  Erythema.  There  were  at  least 
two  cases  of  true  Erysipelas  and  these  were  sent  to  hospital. 
With  regard  to  Diphtheria  insanitary  conditions  were  found 
in  connection  with  two  of  the  cases. 

My  attention  was  drawn  in  the  autumn  to  an  outbreak 
of  Diphtheria  and  infectious  Sore  Throats  on  the  confines  of 
an  uninhabited  part  of  this  District,  and  as  by  implication 
we  were  considered  to  be  in  some  degree  responsible,  an 
inquiry  was  made  which  cleared  us  of  such  responsibility. 

Increasing  experience  shows  the  great  value  of  the 
examination  of  disease  products  in  the  diagnosis  of  infectious 
ailments.

Account  of  the  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  generally 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Much  attention  has  been  given  during  the  year  to 
converting  offensive  privies  to  Water  Closets,  as  will  be 
shewn  along  with  other  improvements  in  the  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  which,  is  appended. 

The  Sanitary  state  of  the  District  was  good  at  the 
end  of  the  year.  We  had  very  little  infectious  disease 
and  considerable  improvements  had  been  effected  in  drainage 
arrangements,  and  in  improving  roads,  though  there  is  still 
plenty  to  do  in  this  respect,  and  there  will  be  more  in  the 
future  on  account  of  the  number  of  new  houses  in  the  District. 

Account  of  inquiries  made  as  to  conditions  injurious  to 
health  existing  in  the  District,  and  the  proceedings  in 
which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  taken  part  or 
advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875. 

I had  occasion  to  see  that  due  precautions  were  taken 
to  prevent  the  importation  of  Small  Pox  into  this  District 
from  a case  outside. 

I re-visited  a part  of  the  District  which  I had  examined 
last  year  in  connection  with  the  deaths  of  infants  ; and  though 
the  general  construction  was  unaltered,  I found  everything 
very  clean  and  free  from  nuisance  of  any  kind.  There  was 
some  overcrowding. 

I visited  many  cases  of  offensive  drains  and  ashpits  ; 
and  by  perseverance,  substantial  improvements  were  effected 
in  the  insanitary  condition  of  one  of  our  farms.  We  have 
had  a good  deal  of  trouble  with  one  farm  in  connection  with 
the  water  supply,  which  was  mentioned  in  my  report  for  last 
year. 

I advised  in  a case  of  true  Erysipelas  and  I made  some 
inquiries  regarding  the  prevalence  of  what  I thought  might 
turn  out  to  be  Impetigo  in  an  elementary  school. 
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I visited  many  cottages  at  Heaton  Mersey  in  connection 
with  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

We  had  very  few  complaints  of  the  drinking  water. 

I sent  to  the  District  Council  six  Notices  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  of  nuisances  arising  from  offensive 
ashpits  and  other  insanitary  conditions.

Of  visits  of  inspection  fifty-seven  were  made  and 
several  improvements  were  effected.  The  Bakehouses  are 
kept  in  good  order. 
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Tabular  statement  of  mortality  within  the  District , 

classified  according  to  disease , ages  and  localities. 

The  area  of  the  District  is  1619  acres. 

The  population,  estimated  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  is 
10,829,  which  is  an  increase  of  1355  on  the  census.  The 
number  of  inhabited  houses  is  2,391,  an  increase  of  421,  97 
having  been  added  during  the  year,  giving  4*5  as  the  average 
number  of  persons  per  house.  At  the  census  this  was  4*8. 
It  will  be  observed  by  Table  II  that  the  whole  District  has 
increased  in  population  during  the  year  by  332  and  that  of  the 
wards,  East  Ward  has  profited  the  most,  viz  : by  202.  The 
registered  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  110,  which 
by  correction  is  reduced  to  107.  Of  the  deaths  59  were  of 
males  and  48  of  females,  as  compared  with  43  and  65  respect- 
ively last  year.  107  deaths  give  a death-rate  of  9*7,  which  is 
below  the  average  10*7  of  the  last  ten  years. 

The  deaths  in  each  month  were  as  follow  : — 
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The  Coroner  held  five  inquirie  s. 


The  births  were  151,  viz  : 73  of  males  and  78  of  females, 
as  compared  with  171  last  year,  viz  : 91  of  males  and  80  of 
females.  151  births  are  equal  to  a birth-rate  of  13*94 
(say  14*0)  per  1,000  of  population,  as  compared  with  16*3  last 
year.

To  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Dear  Sir, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  a report  of  the  work  carried  out 
in  the  Sanitary  Department  during  the  year  ending  31st 
December,  1905. 

The  whole  of  the  district  was  periodically  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  where  house  to  house  inspection  was 
thought  necessary  such  inspection  was  carried  out. 

Many  house  drains  were  tested  with  the  smoke  machine 
and  where  found  to  be  defective  have  been  repaired  or 
reconstructed. 
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The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  were  regularly  inspected  ; 
and  although  it  was  found  necessary  in  some  cases  to  suggest 
cleansing  and  whitewashing,  these  places  were  fairly  well 
kept.  One  cowshed  which  was  without  light  and  ventilation 
was  reconstructed,  new  stall,  concrete  floors,  windows  and 
ventilators  provided.  Two  of  the  farm  premises  have  been 
entirely  redrained,  and  one  of  the  farm  premises  is  without  a 
proper  supply  of  water,  and  this  matter  is  at  present  being 
seriously  considered  by  the  Council. 

The  Bakehouses  and  Slaughter-houses  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a fairly  satis- 
factory manner. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  been  regularly 
inspected,  and  the  sanitary  conveniences,  which  in  several 
cases  were  found  to  be  defective,  have  been  repaired. 

Infectious  cases  received  careful  attention  during  the 
year,  and  the  early  isolation  of  cases  and  thorough  disinfection 
of  infected  premises  were  taken  as  matters  of  primary  import- 
ance. 19  cases  were  removed  to  hospital,  and  103  rooms  at  58 
houses  were  disinfected  with  formalin  in  spray  and  formal- 
dehyde fumes.  Where  necessary,  the  bedding  was  either 
disinfected  by  steam  or  destroyed. 

Several  smoke  observations  were  taken  and  some 
improvement  resulted. 

The  ashpits  were  emptied  in  most  cases  at  the  request 
of  the  tenant : 2588  requests  were  received  and  attended 
to.  There  are  now  159  houses  in  the  District  provided  with 
sanitary  dust  bins,  and  these  are  at  present  emptied  weekly. 
The  privy  ashpits  were  in  most  cases  emptied  regularly  and  at 
shorter  intervals,  which  is  necessary,  particularly  where  these 
privies  are  in  close  proximity  to  dwellings. 
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The  Hackney  Carriages,  Cabstands  and  Shelter  were 


regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  kept  in

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METEOROLOGICAL  REPORT 

FOR  1905. 


JANUARY — The  Barometric  curve  was  irregular  : very 
high  at  first,  very  low  in  the  middle  and  again  very  high  near 
the  end,  then  falling  rapidly  ; the  range  being  1-849.  The 
weather  was.  on  the  whole,  dull,  chilly  and  raw,  there  being  a 
good  deal  of  moisture.  In  the  middle  of  the  month  a few 
beautiful  days  with  easterly  winds,  and  at  the  close  the 
weather  became  warmer. 

There  were  five  depressions  of  the  barometer,  each 
accompanied  by  stormy  weather  from  the  W.N.W.,  except  one 
on  the  17th,  which  was  from  the  S.E.  accompanied  by  snow. 
Not  much  mist.  Winds  mostly  W.N.W.  and  frequently 
W.S.W. 

FEBRUARY — The  stormy  weather  at  the  close  of  last 
month  continued  for  two  days.  The  barometer  then  rose  and 
remained  high  until  the  18th,  when  there  was  a short 
depression,  the  mercury  again  rapidly  rising  until  the  21st, 
when  it  gradually  fell  accompanied  by  stormy  weather. 

There  was  an  eclipse  of  the  moon  on  the  19th.  The 
weather  on  the  whole  was  dull,  moist,  warm  and  cheerless  ; a 
contrast  to  the  usual  February  weather.  We  certainly  had,  in  the 
fourth  week,  a few  days,  parts  of  which  could  be  characterized 
as  seasonable  and  beautiful. 

MARCH — A very  wet  month  with  frequent  electric 
showers,  dull,  cool  and  cloudy.  A depression  with  squally 
weather  from  the  9th  to  the  15th  ; then  a ten  days  spell  of 
beautiful,  fine,  sunny  weather,  the  winds  being  S.E. ; and  then 
heavy  rain  again  with  westerly  winds  until  the  close. 
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APRIL — The  barometer  was  fairly  steady  until  near  tbe 
end  of  the  month.  The  weather  very  cold  all  through  with 
W.N.W.  winds.  A little  snow  fell  on  the  7th. 

Occasionally  with  a change  of  wind  to  the  S.W.  the 
weather  became  warmer.  From  the  14th  to  the  26th  we  had 
fine,  beautiful  weather  with  cold  winds  E.S.E.  and  afterwards 
N.W.  The  rainfall  was  heavy,  but  most  of  it  fell  during  the 
nights. 

MA  Y — The  depression  at  the  close  of  last  month  was  of 
very  short  duration  ; the  barometer  rose  rapidly  and  remained 
high  all  through  the  month.  There  was  very  little  rain  and 
that  fell  on  eight  days. 

The  weather  was  fine,  sunny  and  warm,  hot  some  days. 
The  winds  at  first  W.N.W.  became  easterly,  and  during  the 
last  week  W.S.W.  May  was  verily  a beautiful  month. 

JUNE — Here  too  the  barometer  was  high  and  steady  and 
the  weather  was  fine,  bright  and  warm  with  wet  spells  lasting 
from  two  to  four  days.  In  the  intervals  the  sun  heat  was 
powerful  and  the  winds  mostly  easterly  were  decidedly  cool. 
The  summer  weather  which  prevailed  so  largely  was  not 
continuous  and  consequently  colds  were  prevalent.  The  rain- 
fall was  above  the  average. 

JUL  Y — This  month  too  was  seasonably  hot  and  sunny* 
and  there  was  very  little  rain.  We  had  a severe  thunderstorm 
on  the  9th,  though  there  was  no  barometric  depression.  The 
winds  were  often  cool  which  caused  the  weather  to  be 
treacherous  to  health.  We  did  not  have  the  continuous 
roasting  weather,  neither  this  month  nor  in  August,  which 
usually  prevails. 

AUGUST — A very  wet  month  and  a very  irregular 
barometer ; though  the  range  was  limited,  less  than  one 
inch.  Two  short  stormy  periods  and  thunderstorms  on  one 
day,  the  9th.  Afterwards  we  had  a week  of  fine,  bright, 
hot  weather. 
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SEPTEMBER— Herv  too  the  barometer  was  irregular  ; 
but  in  a more  equable  fashion  than  was  the  case  last  month, 
though  the  range  was  about  the  same.  Consequently  the 
weather  was,  on  the  whole,  favourable.  For  the  first  few  days 
it  was  dull,  warm  and  wet ; we  then  had  a spell  of  fine,  cool, 
beautiful  weather,  which,  towards  the  end  of  the  month, 
became  showery. 

OCTOBER — Cool,  wet  and  dull  at  first,  the  weather 
became  fine,  bright  and  warmer  with  occasional  showers. 
The  last  third  of  the  month  was  fine,  bright,  moist,  very  cold 
and  foggy.  The  barometric  curve  was  very  zigzag  with 
sudden  changes  in  the  weather.  A sharp  frost  on  the  16th 

NOVEMBER — Moist  all  through.  Gloomy  and  wet  for 
the  first  few  days  and  also  during  the  last  week.  Fine,  bright 
and  frosty  in  the  middle  of  the  month.  There  were  three 
depressions  of  the  barometer  accompanied  with  stormy 
weather.  Misty  on  nine  days. 

DECEMBER — The  barometer  ruled  high.  The  weather 
on  the  whole  was  fine,  bright  and  warm.  The  last  week  was 
decidedly  cold  with  easterly  winds.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
month  we  had  several  days  which  can  only  be  described  as 
beautiful.  There  was  a good  deal  of  mist  and  on  one  day 
there  was  dense  fog. 

This  month  had  the  smallest  rainfall  of  the  year  and  it 
was  spread  over  fifteen  days  ; though  in  the  matter  of  fine 
days  Maj  had  the  advantage.
